Loss on Highways 

An instance of the loss occasioned 
by blocked highways is shown in just 
one service station in Coleman-. In 
February 1936 there was sold' 2,000 
gallons of gasoline; in February 1937 
it dropped to 500 gallons. At 7c tax 
per gallon, a loss of $105 is shown. 
Besides, truck drivers were unable to, 
work and certain lines of business 
came to a standstill. Multiply the fig¬ 
ures of one service station throughout 
Southern Alberta, and it will be seen 
that the government was out thous¬ 
ands of dollars in gasoline tax. Would 
it not pay to have adequate snow clear¬ 
ing equipment:?—Coleman Canadian. 


Mr. Average Citizen 
Just at the moment, the forgotten 
man in Alberta would appear to be 
Mr. Average Citizen who has been 
able to contribute Jowards provincial 
revenues all during the depression, 
not particularly through any position 
of affluence, but more often through 
a morbid determination not to l^f the 
depression beat him. But day by day 
the paying element in Alberta is grow¬ 
ing smaller, while the receiving ele¬ 
ment is constantly growing. The stand 
ard of living on relief in the cities is 
infinitely higher than the stand¬ 
ard of living on the averSge Alberta 
farm, on or off relief. Many citizens 
are finding the maladjustment of eco¬ 
nomics more than their public moral¬ 
ity can stand. Relief is so easy—and 
it’s much quicker than the basic divi¬ 
dends.—Claresholm Review.
